| Officers of the Chinese steamer 
Kiangan from Hankow said the 
Weitung was headed up the rive:

| passengers, a crew of 50 and a 
cargo of tallow and cotton. 

At midnight the ship lurched and 
| the tallow caught fire, turning the

Curse to Shensi Populace 


SHANGHAI, China, Jan. 25.—The 10,000,000 people of Shensi pro- 
vince, enjoying their first year of good crops and relative prosperity 
after five years of drouth and famine, are now subject to a new curse 
-—the almost universal use of opium. 


Missionaries living in Sianfu, the 
provincial capital, report to Shang- 
hai that the so-called Board of 


| Opium Suppression is really noth- 


ing more nor less than an official 
organization for raising revenues 
for the provincial government from 
growers of poppies and from smok- 
ers of the drug. 

The officials loudly call attention 
to the fact an order has been issued 
prohibiting planting of opium pop- 
pies in 38 out of the 92 hsien or 
counties in the province. But it 
develops these 38 counties, because 
of soil and climatic conditions, pro- 
duce little or no opium, and that 
in the regions where the poppy 
flourishes there are no restrictions. 

Even in the area where the pro- 


hibition is supposed to be enforced 
poppies are grown in whatever 
small patches are favorable. This, 
it is said, is done at orders from 
the local military authorities, who 
then collect double taxes on the 
op'um producing lands, because 
opium is the most profitable of all 
crops. 

Shensi is one of the few prov- 
inces where the land taxes are not 
excessive, and only in a few dist- 
ricts have they been levied several 
years in advance. But all goods 
entering the province are taxed 
twice—once an entry tax, and again 
a “destination tax” when any ship- 
ment reaches the town from which 
it was ordered,

IN DIVISION IS DANGER 


In his address at the New Empire theatre 
on Tuesday evening, Capt. Elmore Philpott 
gave a graphic, but not over-drawn, review of 
the adverse conditions from which Canada has 
been suffering for the last three years, and is 
still suffering. Conditions which have been in- 
tensified by the misguided monetary policies 
and trade policies of the Government which it 
|| was the misfortune of the people of Canada to 
put in power at the critical moment when a 
moderate slump in business was threatening to 
extend into general paralysis, which it did. 

As a way of escape from the situation in 
which they now find themselves, Capt, Phil- 
pott recommends the Canadian people to accept 
and support the revolutionary program of the 
C.C.F. party. From the one extreme he would 
have them go to the other. Since there ap- 
pears to be no hope of a reversal of policy on 
the part of the present Government, it is a 
foregone conclusion that popular support will 
shift away from it, whenever an election is 
called, to some party or parties offering rem- 
edies for the evils from which the country is 
suffering. 

Whatever may be said for the ideals of the 
| C.C.F., it must be plain to everyone—to no one 
|} mere plain than to the C.C.F. leaders—that 

many years must elapse before that party could 
| pe to return a majority to the House of 
tommons sufficient to put its program into 

effect, There is no prospect that, should a gen- 
eral election be held this summer, the C.C.F. 
can make any such headway in central Canada 
and the maritime provinces as would give it 
control of parliament. 

But the people of Canada need relief now, 
not sometime in the remote future. For prac- 
tical purposes, the hope of escape from present 
conditions, and from the destructive policies 
which have aggravated and in part produced 
those conditions, lies in the return of the Lib- 
eral party at the coming election, with a parlia- 
mentary majority large enough to carry through 
definite measures to stop deflation, create em- 
ployment, and revive trade. To such policies 
the Liberal party is committed, and there is 
every indication that it will secure the required 
majority to make them effective ‘unless the 
popular sentiment against the existing order 
of things is dissipated in party divisions at the 
polls. 

One hundred three-cornered contests might 
quite easily return the present Government to 
power, with a minority of the popular vote 
but a substantial majority in the House of 
Commons. That is a fact which the leaders of 
the C.C.F., and every forward-looking voter in 
Canada, should get and keep firmly in mind. 
lf the progressive-minded elements in Canada 
are to shape the national policies after the 
next election, they had better close their 
ranks now and keep clear of fighting each 
other. 

If “in union there is strength,” it is equally 
true that in division there is weakness. 


“SAWED-OFF” BOILER TUBES 

The placid atmosphere of the tariff board at 
Ottawa was rudely disturbed the other day, in 
a way that leaves -possiblities of interesting 
disclosures and developments. 

A Toronto firm which manufactures tubes 
for boilers applied to the board for a tariff 
against such articles when brought in from 
abroad, boiler-tubes having in some way been 
overlooked when the home market was being 
barricaded against imports two years ago. 

A Galt firm of boiler-makers objected. This 
firm preferred to use British-made tubes, and 
had ordered some from a Montreal broker. He 
replied that he could not deliver the goods 
unless permission was first secured from the 
Toronto firm of tube-makers. 

This letter was read before the tariff board, 
and proved too much for even the schooled 
equanimity of that experienced body. The 
chairman adjourned the session to think over 
what he had heard; wondering perhaps why a 
firm that could keep out competitors by its “say 
so” should need eny tariff protection against 
them. 

When the board resumed in the afternoon 
the spokesman for the tube-makers announced 
that he had got together with the “opposing 
interests” in the interval, and these were no 
longer opposed to his application for a tariff 
somewhat lower than he originally asked for, 
Whereupon Chairman Sedgewick felt called 
upon to make a few observations for the general 
benefit of all concerned. 

Those, he said, who come before the board 
must “come clean” and tell all the facts they 
know relevant to the subject. Further, once an 
issue has been joined before it, the board “can 
under no circumstances take cognizance of any 
saw-off the opposing parties may arrange be-

tween them in the matter of tariff com- 
promises.” That ended the business for the day, 
so far as the despatches show. 

In view of this interesting side-light on the 
subject of how protective tariffs are made, the 
public will await with some curiosity what may 
be the result of this particular saw-off on boiler 
tubes. 


NOT THE BIG ISSUE 

Whatever they may think of titles—because 
of some of those who have borne them—the 
people of Canada are not at all likely to allow 
the title question to become the outstanding 
issue in politics at present. They have other 
and more pressing things to think about, and 
more important matters to urge upon the 
attention of their Government. 

Jobs just now take precedence over titles 
in Canada. If Mr. Bennett will set our idle 
army at work at wages, he may have a title if 
he wants one, with no nation-shaking protest 
from the Canadian public. If he doesn’t do 
that, his opinion on tho propriety of the Premier 
of Canada recommending suitable recipients for 
Royal favors will soon be a matter of concern 
to nobody but himself. 

The voters cannot be lined up pro and con, 
and an election won on the title question by a 
flag-waving campaign.

as floorwalkers). I’m afraid the little girl has 


been reading of how Edgar Wallace would 
write two novels in a week or a play in 48 
hours and thinks the writing business is as 
easy as peeling potatoes, only much more pleas- 
ant and lucrative.

I've been reading some of Joseph Conrad's 
letters, and they don’t bear out the idea that 
writing is an easy or a lucrative business, 
though happily before he died Conrad had suc- 
ceeded in chasing away the wolf from the door, 

The great master and stylist had taken six 
weary years to write “Almayer’s Folly,” his 
first-born masterpiece. A year later came “An 
Outcast of the Islands,” their “The Nigger of 
the Narcissus”—probably his greatest story and 
the best novel of that time. More hard labor 
to produce the stirring “Nostromo,” and Con- 
rad writes to a friend: 

“IT can't get anything out of myself 
quickly. It takes me a year of agony to 
make something like a book—generally 
longer. And, my dear fellow, when it is 
done, there are not more than twenty peo- 
ple who understand why I have taken the 
trouble to write it.’ 

Then again he writes: 

“The book is finished. It has been fin- 
ished for a couple of days now, but I have 
been too tired, too flat, to write to you 
at once. The last month I have worked 
practically night and day, going to bed at 
three and sitting down again at nine, all 


the time at it, with the tenacity of 
despair... . 
“It is something but not the thing I 


tried for. There is no exultation, none of 
that temporary sense of achievement which 
is so soothing. Even the mere feeling of 
relief at having done with it is wanting. 
The strain has been too great and has lasted 
too long.” 

And again: 

“Here have I been two years writing a 
novel which is not yet finished. Two years! 
—of which surely one half has been illness 
complicated by a terrible moral stress. 
Imagine yourself writing with the Devil 

jogging your elbow all the time... what 
a torture that sort of thing is when the 
effort and hindrance are mental. .. . 

“Perhaps I am unreasonable. But today, 
in the second week of my fifty-second 
year, a failure from the worldly point of 
view and knowing well that there can be 
no change—that this must go on and on— 

I may perhaps be allowed a little unreason.” 

No wonder that Conrad, then mate of a 
ship on which a tall, well-groomed young 
barrister named John Galsworthy was making 
a trip around the world before settling down 
to a career at the London bar, tried to dissuade 
young Galsworthy from ever taking up the 
work of a novelist to which the younger man 
confided he felt drawn to. 

* + 

Gamaliel Bradford, American “naturalist of 
souls” whose biography of Lincoln is probably 
his best known work among Canadian readers, 
left a personal journal, portions of which have 
recently been published in book form. Brad- 
ford, whose circumstances forced him to lead 
a most methodical life, at the end of each day 
typed exactly one page of his Journal (about 
350 words) reviewing the work and thoughts 
and influences of the day. It totalled about 
1,400,000 words by the time he died, supplying 
in his own case much of that soul-analysis 
and insight into his mental life that lifted his 
own studies of the lives of others from mere 
biography into subtle portraiture and psycho- 
graphs. 

Bradford had great talent as a pianist. He 
had the benefits of early education and travel 
and financial competence, He wrote, not from 
need to earn a livelihood, but to obey the urge 
for criticism and creation, He worked against 
the handicap of persistent ill-health. His diary 
for April 25, 1920 records: 

“I find myself in danger of relapsing 
into my old torment of chronomania and 
chronophobia, which was the main cause 
of my nervous downfall five years ago, and 
which I was amused to see in my Journal 
of thirty years ago, has harassed me all my 
a 

“During those long days, when I was 
shut up in my room and almost in my bed, 
my only relief and respite was to have my 
time all allotted from morn till night, each 
particular hour with its particular occupa- 
tion, none indispensible, but all delightful 
and all together completely saving me 
from the deadly and hopeless ennui which 
my situation involved. Every minute had 
its possiblé enjoyment, going as far as any- 
thing could to banish the hovering horror 
which was thus alleviated, if not forgotten. 
«+. The passage of the hours more than 
anything else constitutes and forms the 
essence of my existence.” 

So the observer sees Bradford spacing off 
each hour of the day for its allotted task. He 
rises at 6:50, having already been awake for 
an hour, bathing, dressing and breakfasting at 
7:30, writing for an hour, attending to his mail, 
writing again until 11:30, reading poetry for 
fifteen minutes according to an arranged 
schedule of authors, sleeping for a while, din- 
ing at 1:30, playing the piano for half ah hour 
or so, attending to his correspondence and 
accounts, going for a walk, lying flat on his 
back for an hour, re-reading his past journal, 
studying a foreign language, taking tea, writing 
a page in his journal, reading until eight o'clock, 
then a detective story for half an hour, then

Intuition 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


It is rather difficult to say just what in- 
tuition is. Women, especially, often have great 
intuitive powers which enable them to reach 
in a, flash the conclusions which men reach 
only after considerable thought. Those who 
have a great deal of intuition will explain it 
by saying, “I didn’t know it 
was true, I just had a strong 
hunch it was.” Such people 
are often guided to a great 
extent by intuition. 

I believe that, when this 
intuitive power is lacking, it 
is often advisable to deliber- 
ately cultivate this trait at the 
same time that you try to de- 
velop your powers of rea- 
: soning. In this way, you have 
Dr, ¥. McCoy two methods of arriving at 
conclusions where now you have only one. 

* I do know that you can develop your intui- 
tion in such a way that you can secure success- 
ful results. In today’s article, I am going to try 
to show you how to make intuition helpful to 
you in a.practical way. 

For example, let us suppose that you have 
had a good friend, but that suddenly, for no 
apparent reason, your friend has cooled toward 
you. He no longer drops in for neighborly talks 
and you do not feel that the welcome sign is 
always on his door as far as you are concerned. 
Probably you are greatly puzzled by this exper- 
ience. 

If you have had this experience, this is what 
I want you to do. I want you to sit down and 
compose a letter just as though your friend had 
written it to you. You are to say in the letter 
the exact things which would make you feel 
good if you received it. Try to make the letter 
sound in such a way that, after reading it, you 
would have been completely satisfied. Use the 
exact words you would want your friend to use 
to patch things up. Very often, after finishing 
the letter you will find that like a flash of light, 
you now know what was wrong between your 
friend and yourself. Intuition has filled in the 
gap and you are now ready to figure out the 
best way to mend the break in your friendship. 

We have all made the mistake of giving 
offense to others where none was intended. 
Suddenly, we find that we have made an enemy 
out of a friend. A little intuition on both sides 
will do no immense amount of good in straight- 
ening out the situation. 

In thinking back over the occasion upon 
which your friend first showed you dislike, the 
thing to do is for you to try to imagine what 
you did or said which he found irritating. Then 
try to figure up some way to do something or 
say something to win back his regard. Change 
places with him, or as the popular saying has it, 
“put yourself in his shoes,” and figure out how 
you would like to be treated. If, like King 
Solomon you have a gift for understanding 
people, this will be easy for you, but, if you are 
lacking in this trait, then let intuition help you. 

An attempt like this will help to clear up old 
misunderstandings and will help to prevent 
new ones. You will begin to notice that by de- 
veloping your intuition you have a new-found 
power of great practical value to you in getting 
along with others. 

The whole trick in using your intuition is to 
get your friend’s point of view. By making a 
friendly effort to see things in his way you will 
find you can honestly appreciate him, and your 
real interests in the way things look to him is 
bound to make you both happier. 

I firmly believe that, if you can train your- 
self to see things as the other fellow sees them, 
you have found the quickest road to success in 
friendship.

— A Day in Canadian History — 
Bu FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1770 a boy 
was born at Westminster, Lon- 
don, who lived to be described 
as “The greatest land geo- 
grapher who ever lived.” David 
Thompson’s father was Welsh; 
his real name was Ap-Thomas. 
He found that London streets 
were far from paved with gold 
and sank into the deepest 
poverty, so that the boy be- 
came a foundling at the fam- 
ous Gray Coat school. Early 
in life he manifested a talent 
in drawing and an interest in 
geography and when 14 was 
bound as an apprentice to the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, who 
sent him to York Factory and 
thence to Fort Churchill. 

There he began the writing 
of his journals and did not 
stop until he had completed 45 
volumes, in 1850. He remained 
in the Hudson's Bay service 
until 1797, carrying on explor- 
ations and surveys of the Nel- 
son, Churchill and Saskat- 
chewan rivers; but a new gov- 
ernor arrived and told Thomp- 
son to put away his instruments 
and “attend to the fur trade.”

All this is engineered by people who have war materials to

| contracts. While war embers can still be fanned jnto flame, it 

} takes a lot more fanning than it used to. The ordinary citizen | 

| seems, in every nation, to have finally sensed the fact that how- 

| ever much war methods may have changed, ordinary citizens will 
be used as targets. 


There would today be little danger of a sudden war outbreak } 


were world trade conditions anywhere near normal. The policy 
of national isolation which has swept the world, and turned 
former national friends and customers into suspicious and 
arbitrary creators of trade barriers is very much to the liking of 
those who seek war as a source of profit. There is no more wide 
field for the spreading of agitations leading to war than along 
commercial lines. Charges of underpeying labor, and fears of 
being exposed to competition with underpaid labor, are widely 
circulated in nations where a great percentage of labor is already 
out of work and getting no wages at all. This is fruitful soil for 
hostile and war agitation; and is the point of real war danger 
in terms of sudden outbreak. 


That is why there is immediate need for a world-wide policy 
of reciprocal trade treaties. We have found by an experience of 
round the world distress that the isolation policy does not feed 
and clothe anybody; and that the last three years of strict trade 
( isolation have reduced standards of living in all the nations to an 
| extent greater than the effects of the World War.

Topple Provincial and 
Federal Governments 
From Power at First 


Opportunity. 


Holding that it is becoming more 
and more apparent daily that the 
C.C.F, movement is only intended 
to cover up the failures of the 
Brownlee government, and under a 
new name to use the strength of 
the liberalism, which, he asserted. 
would topple both the provincial 
and federal governments from 
power at the first opportunity 
given the voters to express their 
opinions, George H. Van Allen, 
K.C. addressed a largely attended 
meeting of the Women’s Liberal 
Association on Wednesday night. 

Pointing out that the new cam- 
paign against Liberalism had 
sprung up during the Brownlee- 
U.F.A. regime, but had been great- 
ly intensified since the advent of 
the C.C.F, and that this latter party 
in Alberta would be merely the old 
gang of U.F.A. under a new label 
because they knew that under a 
U.F.A, label they faced certain de- 
feat, Mr. Van Allen asserted that 
the new party was engineered by 
U.F.A. leaders and was being used 
to hood-wink labor. 


NO QUARREL WITH LABOR 

“The Liberal party has no quarrel 
with Labor,” he said “With the 
rank and file of employed persons 
generally, with the various labor 
unions and with the Labor party as 
a whole the Liberal party has al- 
ways had very cordial and sympa- 
thetic relations. It is the ambition 
of Liberalism that these happy re- 
lations should continue and im- 
prove, because Liberalism needs the 
co-operation and viewpoint of 
Labor, not merely for winning elec- 
tions, but for the general good of 
all the people. Liberalism ~is no 
class party. It must find its 
strength in all walks of life, in all 
occupations and in all classes, since 
it is the people’s party. It needs 
the helpful guidance of farmers, 
merchants, the professions, laboring 
people and all other classes and 
divisions of society, and it cannot 
and will not oppose the reasonable 
ambitions of Labor.” 

Mr. Van Allen cited at length the 
social and labor legislation passed 
by the Liberal administrations in 
power from 1905 to 1921 in Alberta 
and said that a perusal of the C.C.F. 
platform showed that their program 
did not begin to compare with the 
Libera] party's actual record of 
accomplishment. 

He also pointed out that follow- 
ing the resolutions passed at the 
recent U.F.A: convention the pres-

resultant settling of the soft lime- 
\stone which formed the mountain. 

The slide occurred on April 29, 
1903, at 4 a.m. More than 70,000,000 
/tons of limestone roared down the 
jmountain side, killing 36 men, 
‘three women and 20 children, or a 
total of 61,

has been aroused by statements di- 
rected against the trades union 
movement by Robert J. Cromie, 
publisher of the Vancouver Sun. 

The particular statements to 
which exception are taken are those 
in which Mr. Cromie said he “smil- 
ed” when he heard Labor advocat- 
ing that Canada and the United 
States follow Russia and that they 
would “glory in the thought of the 
trimming the capitalistic systern 
would get” if the example of Rus- 
sia was followed.

Canadian Union Protests 
Action of Labor Party 
in City 

A resolution to withdraw from 
the Canadian Labor Party was pass- 
ed by the National Labor Council 
at its regular monthly meeting in 
the 1.0.0.F. Hall, 103 street, Wed- 
nesday night, the resolution also 
asking all locals affiliated with the 
Council to withdraw from the Party 
also. 

This step follows the action of the 
Central Council of the C.LP. in 
endorsing the membership commit- 
tee’s recommendation that the Na- 
tional Union of Theatrical Em- 
ployes, Local 11, be not accepted 
into membership after having al- 
ready been admitted by the main 
body. 

PROTEST ACTION 

The National Labor ‘Council

obviously opposed to National 
| Unions. “It was pointed -out that the 
National Union was accused of 
practices at variance with labor 
principles and was condemned with- 
out even a hearing.

CET LICENSE 
TO OPERATE 


Honan Government Going 
Into Business of Poppy 


Smoking 


SHANGHAI, China, Jan, 25—The 
Honan provincial government is 
going openly into the opium busi- 
ness, and expects to make a large 
profit, according to letters receiv- 
ed in Shanghai from foreign mis- 
sionaries in the provincial capital, 
Kaifeng. 

Three bus lines, owned by of- 
ficials, have been designed as “of- 
ficial opium transporting compan- 
ies,” and will distribute the opium 
from Keifeng to four cities which 
will be local centres for distribu- 
tion. 

In addition to the four centres, 
there will be 47 official shops, in 
47 different towns and cities and 
under these 47 large shops smaller 
towns and villages will oper te first, 
second and third class opium dens. 

Hereafter opium users will have 
to Obtain “permit cards” which will 
cost $5, and must be renewed 
every six months—and each addi- 
tional renewal will cost $5. The 
official shops will sell opium only 
to holders of these cards. 

The provincial authorities will 
use the provincial militia and the 
local police in an intensive war on 
bootleggers of opium, for the au- 
thorities want a monopoly on the 
business. Peasants and villagers 
fear that anti-bandit campaigns 
will become utterly lax when the 
militia is ordered to the job of 
rounding up illicit opium dealers, 
and a recrudescence of lawless- 
ness.
